Because California came in late it 
in being Riven undue credit for the 
democratic victory, says the Spring­ 
field Leader.

Uppermost in the minds of human­ 
ity is the question, “How long will the 
war last?” says th** St. Joseph News­ 
iness. The erstwhile belief that a de­ 
pletion of men and money will end it 
is gradually giving way to th** suppo­ 
sition that nothing hut disillusionment 
and a realization 
that 
the 
infernal 
slaughter is to no purpose, will slop 
the war; provided, of course, that in 
the meantime neither side gains a de­ 
cisive victory. 
It would seem that meu and money 
are not being exhausted. 
Take the 
case of Germany, for instance. 
Last 
July a member of the British house of 
commons asked 
th** 
undersecretary 
for war. Mr. Tennant, how many Her­ 
mans had been killed since the begin­ 
ning of the war and how many fight­ 
ing men were left. Mr. Tennant wasn’t 
exactly delighted at that kind of a 
question, but he produced the follow­ 
ing figures: 
Germans killed in action or dy­ 
ing of wounds to May 31, 
191G............................................. 690,263 
Number of male Germans be­ 
tween 17 and 18 years of age 
on December I. 1914............... 674.530 
Number of male Germans be­ 
tween IT and 18 years of age 
on December I. 1915............... 691.274 
In other words, the number of mili­ 
tary men coming of age about bal­ 
ances those killed and maimed. 
And 
this is true of all the belligerent coun­ 
tries. 
The other day Germany floated its 
filth war loan. 
There were only $2,- 
000,000,000 in circulation in Germany 
at the outbreak of the war. but. the 
conflict up to date has cost $13,000.- 
r*00,000. 
All that is necessary are good 
printing presses. 
The debt may be 
paid off some time, and if it isn’t it 
may be repudiated on the score of na­ 
tional necessity. 
This repudiation of 
war debts is one of the nightmares of 
the future. 
The British ar** also pre 
paring to float another big war loan. 
If the warring nations should go this 
far, the entire civilized world would 
he in a cataclysm of financial distress.

Penitentiary walls and the s h a d o w 
of Central Illinois* most sensational 
murder case failed to chil! 
the love 
that I>r. William 
Miller 
and 
Mrs. 
Lucy G. Saylor, widow of John Byron 
Saylor, bore for each 
other, 
says a 
Bloomington. III., dispatch. With the 
release of Dr. Miller after serving a 
sentence of twelve years in the peni­ 
tentiary at Joliet, where he was sent 
on a verdict of guilty to the charge I 
of murdering the husband of Mrs. Say- J 
lor, comes the announcement that the 
murderer and the widow of his victim 
are to be married. 
Th** union will take place during 
th** coming week, probably 
at Dan­ 
ville, where Mrs. Saylor has been re­ 
siding since 
her 
release 
from 
the 
same prison. 
Following 
his release 
and a brief call upon bis fiancee, Dr. 
Miller departed for his old home at 
Sharon, Pa., to visit his aged father 
and brother, both of whom are cred­ 
ited with begaring themselves-in the 
effort to sa vt* the defendant from con­ 
viction. The brother, who wok post­ 
master at Sharon during ilia Roose­ 
velt 
and 
Taft 
administrations, 
is 
credited with the expenditure of SI8,- 
<>00 for counsel and detective fees. 
The announcement of the coming 
marriage revives interest in the fa­ 
mous case in which the couple were 
principals. IU*. Miller was a leading 
physician of Crescent City, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Saylor also wrere residents 
there. Saylor was 
a 
dealer in live 
stock, while his wife was a profes­ 
sional nurse. 
Dr. 
Miller 
and Mrs. 
Saylor met frequently in taking care 
of the sick and fell in love with each 
other. 
Their meetings aroused the 
jealousy of Saylor and in an encoun 
ter between the two men Saylor was 
killed. 
Dr. Miller 
was 
arrested, charged 
with murder, while Mrs. Saylor was 
taken in custody charged with being 
an accessory. 
After a 
trial, 
which 
was 
hard 
fought and 
lasted 
several 
weeks 
both w*ere convicted, 
the 
physician 
serving twelve years and the woman 
three. After the release of the latten 
she visited the physician frequently 
at the prison and waited patiently un­ 
til the hour ot his release. 
The wife of 
Dr. 
Miller remained 
’oyal to him until after 
his convic­ 
tion. She could 
scarcely 
credit the 
testimony 
given 
connecting 
the 
names of her husband and Mrs. Say­ 
lor. but was finally convinced of the 
truth and secured a divorce. This left 
Dr. Miller free to marry Mrs. Saylor 
and the union will take place as soon 
as he returns from his old home. 
“In discussing the case Mrs. Say­ 
lor said: 
“Dr. Miller was a frequent 
and a 
welcome caller 
at 
our 
home, 
and 
there was no cause for the unfortu­ 
nate attack upon Dr. Miller, wrhich re 
suited in the tragedy and which was 
followed by tw*o incarcerations in the 
state prison.”
